and then refuse to allow the slan- 
dered ones a chance to be heard in 
in self-defense—while all this is 
true, it is also true that these trait- 
ors to truth and justice would be 
comparatively powerless for evil 
were it not for the support they re- 
ceive fromthe reading public. The 
well-known law of demand and sup- 
ply is operative here as well as in all 
other commercial affairs, There is 
n demand for such journalisn—a 
market for such wares—else such 
journalists would be compelled to 
change their tactics or go out of 
business.

To do him strict justice the-jour- 
nalist is often a better and fairer 
man than the average of his pa- 
trons. He has gone into the busi- 
ness to make money, that is, to earn 
a support for himself and family. 
The natural inclination, in many 
eases aud perhaps generally, is in 
favor of truthfulness, mental inde- 
pendence and fair dealing to all, but 
he is specdily made aware that hu- 
man society is divided up into castes, 
parties and sects, and that if he ex- 
pects to make his paper a financial 
success he must cater to the preju- 
dices, the likes and the dislikes of 
some caste, party or eect. To do 
justice to all, to give all a fair hear 
ing, is to court social ostracism and 
finaucial ruin 


Let the people, then, the reading 
ublic, demand reform in journal- 
ism and they will speedily get it. 
Let them say to the journalist, “We 
expect you to have decided opmions 
of your nwn and we expect yon to 
express them freely and boldly; we 
expect you to be a maker as well as 
rellectos of publie opinion, but 
above all elee and beyond all else we 
expect and demand that you give to 
all opinions, to all men and to all 
parties fair and honorable treat- 
ment, While it will he impossible 
for you to give to all classes of men 
and tu all grades and shades of 
opinion equal space’andequal atten- 
tion we ang that so fur as you 
give them attention at all you do so 
fairly and honorably, While you 
continue to do this we will support 
you and your paper, but if you fol- 
ow the popular current of Journal 
isin, if you put men, women, and 
their opinions upon the rack of tor- 
ture, if you misrepresent and nıa- 
lign them and then deny to them or 
their friends the right to Le heard 
in reply, weshall at once withdraw 
our patronage and bestow it else- 
where. 


“But where,“ it will be asked, “is 
this reform to begin? The people, 
the great mass of readers, will not 
begin if and the journalists dare 
not,” The answer would seem to 
be that the leaders, the bell- 
wethers, so to speak, of society will 
have to inaugurate the reform if it 
is ever inaugurated, But who are 
the leaders of society? Who, or 
what class of men or women consti- 
tute the central figure in our social 
life? To whom is necorded the place 
of honor in all social gatherings—at 
Fourth of July celebrations, an 
“Decoration” days, on “Soldiers Re- 
union” occasions, at family reun- 
ions, ab weddings, ul fuuerals, at 
chureh-fairs, at picnics and socin- 
bles of nearly all sorts? Who but 
the clergyman, the parson, and the 
parson's wife! Ofall classes of men 
the clergy are men of ‘infinite lei- 
sure!’ The parson las more time 
at his disposal than any other man 
or class of men to bestow upon these 
social gatherings, and from the pre- 
sumed sanctity und dignity of his 
vocation he Is naturally accorded 
the place of honor. Generally he is 
invited and expected to do most of 
the talking, and itis natural that 
he should largely impress the pecu- 
liarities, the traits, of the clerical 
mind upon those with whom he 
comes in contact. And what are 


the peculiar traits of the clerical 
mind? From habit, from training 
and from principle, is the clergy- 
man disposed to favor and set an 
exumple of fairness and liberality to 
those holding opposite views from 
his own? 

To ask this question is to answer 
it. Of all men the clergyman is, 
by habit, by training and from prin" 
ciple, most exclusive, most nurrow, 
most dogmatie, und least disposed 
to favor free discussion, free inves- 
tigation on all subjects, and there- 
fore he is least disposed to inaugur~ 
ate theaforesaid reform in journal- 
ism. His pulpit isa “coward’s cas- 
tle” from which, with rare excep- 
tions, free discussion is forevor ban- 
ished, aud therefore we must expect 
that so faras the influence of his 
example goes, journalism must con- 
tinue to be narrow, bigoted, dogmat- 
ic and unfair. 


The only hope, then, of reform in 
journalism would seem to be, 

1. To reform, that i-, to liberal- 
ize the clergy, or 

2, To destroy or neutralize their 
influence as a social force. 

To do either of these is by no 
means an easy tusk, An army of 
50,000 inen, scattered all over the 
land, the idols of the women, fa- 
vored by gayernment patronage, 
with three-fourths of their time at 
command te devote to schemes for 
building up their own power and 
resources as social factors, the pro» 


pect of a change for the better is by 
no means promising. H. 
MISSIONS. 


Under the heal of A Fortune 


for Mission Work,” we find the fol- 
lowing iv the news columns of a 
city daily: 

WARSAW, IND., Sept. 9,—-Ta-day Chaplain C. 
C. MeCabe, secretary of the board of missions 
of tho Methodist Tipiscopal church, received 
invehalt of tho board the largest private do- 
nation ever made to that body for missions in 
the history of the church. ‘The gift consisted 
of property valued at $130,000, and tho do- 
nors are Elijah Haysaud wife, the property 
coinprising their entire possesswns. Mr. 
Huys asked only tha annuity of $500, which, 
however, was made $1,000, The deed pro- 
vides that the board shall have for fifty years 
the rents and prolts of the property, and at 
the end of that time it shalt beat tho disposal 
ofthe board. Mr. and Mrs. Hays are aged 
and hava no heirs, 

Here we have an aged couple do- 
nating the savings of n long life- 


time, and doubtless the savings of|P 


many other lives—for no two lhu- 
man beiugs can earn and save any 
such sum as that just named, in an 
ordinary lifetime—donating nearly 
tho whole of this large fortune, and 
for all time to come, to the use of 
missions of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church.” Presumably by the 
term “missions” is meant the work of 
converting, or more properly, pros- 
elyting the heathen to that phase of 
Christianity known as Methodism. 


Now, it will be readily conceded 
that behind all human conduct 
there must stand an impelling mo- 
tive, an adequate incentive, else 
there would be no action. Mutual- 
ly interested, as we all are, in the 
springs of human action it is egit- 
imate to ask, what were the impell- 
ing motives that induced these two 
aged people to make a donation so 
remarkable in munificence, to the 
Methodistie missionary propaganda? 
Sometimes it doubtless occurs that 
large donations are made to relig- 
ious, educational or charitable ob- 
jects mainly for the purpose of get- 
ting the name of the donor onthe 
rolls of fame; in other words, desire 
for notoriety, or forthe praise and 
homage of mankind, is the impell- 
ing motive. But in many other in- 
stances, doubtless, the donor is im- 
pelled by a sense of “duly towards 
God“ and towards his fellow men. 
Asa Methodist by inheritance and 
education, Ihe writer of this finds 
no (ifficuity in attrihutig the ne- 
tion ok Flijab Hays and wife td a 
sincere aud carnest desire to save 
those who are "perishi:g for Jack of 
knowledge“ —tlat is, for lack of the 
“gospel.” Once we believed with- 
out question all the stories told hy 
returned missionaries. in regard tu 
the hopelessly degraded condition of 
these heathen—their gross immor- 
alities, their fetichisme, their self- 
immolations, ete, ete. We had 
not‘yet learned that “missions” and 
“missionary work” had become a 
business, and a very profitable one, 
too, just as politics—patriotism— 
has become a very profitable trade. 
We did not then know as now we 
know, that in order to keep up tha 
supply of money needed to make 
missionary work honorable and prof: 
itnble,it was found necessary to prac- 
tice a great deal of pious deception. 


That it was necessary to paint the 
misery and immoralities of the Hin- 
doos, the Chinese, the Indians, etc., 
in much darker colors than the facts 
would justify; also, that in order to 
show the superiogity of the Christ- 
ian zuorality, as taught by the mis- 
sionaries, over the morality of hea- 
thens, it became necessary to use 
misrepresentation, not to say down- 
right falsehood. When travelers 
ofsuch undoubled veracity as the 
Austrian, Madame Pfeiffer returned 
from their journeyings around the 
world and pablished their memo- 
randa it began to be’ apparent to 
those not wholly under the control of 
“Evangelical” influence, that the 
missionary reports were grosa exag- 
gerations, not to say fabrications, 
both as regards the number of con- 
versions to Christianity and as to 
the moral condition of the so-called 
heathen. That vice, moral degrad- 
ation and misery prevail in nearly all 
lands is freely admitted by all trav- 
elers, but that the condition of hea- 
then lands is worse in these regards 
than Christian Europe, or even the 
large cities and mining and manu- 
facturing districts of America, is 
shown tp be ebsolutely false. It 
was the scientist and humanitarian, 
John Tyndall, wo think, who testi- 
fied thatin his travels round the 
world hahad found no city where 
viccand misery were so prevalent as 
in tho city’ of London, the very 


head-center of Christian mission. 
ary propaganda, British oflicers 


testify that conversion to 
Christianity among the Hindoos is 
immediately followed by a loss of 
moral stamina, Not long since we 
sawa copy of an advertisement for 
houseliol help, by a European fam- 
ily in India. The notice closed with 
these significant words, “No Christ- 
tan need apply!” 


In America the history of the In- 
dian tribes and nations, so far as it 
is known, will bear us out in the 
statement that association with the 
Christian white people has not im- 
proved their morals. In many par- 
ticulars, oven to-day, after centur- 
ies of corrupting association with 
the worst elemei, s of “Christian 
civilization,” the Indians of the for- 
est and plain are the superiors ofthe 
white man in morals. In last week’s 
issue of Lucirer we printed a elip- 
ing from the Lust Oregonian show- 
ing tho superior honesty of tho In- 
dian over the white man, in the 
matter of paying the debts of dead 
relatives. While there are donbt- 
less exceptions to the rule we think 
that it is conceded by those who 
have had dealings with Indians that 
they are scrupulously honest in the 
matter of paying debts When we 
remember how common itis for 
Sunday School superintendents and 
other church officials to become de- 
faulters, to make fraudulent assign- 
ments, and to take advantago of 
bankrupt laws to avoid paying their 
just debts, would it not be well to 
employ a few Indian missionaries to 
come and teach Christians to bo hon- 
est, instead of sending Christian 
missionaries to Indians to obscure 
their natural sense of justice and 
thereby prepare them to be dishon~ 
est, by preaching the doctrine ofa 
bankrupt atonement? II.

ONCE MORE, 

The Sequachee Sun (Jasper, Tenn.) 
devotos some space to a criticism of my 
comments upon the extracts from the 
private letter from a friend which were 
given in Lucirek of Sept. 2d. It says 
that I “failed to take into consideration 
the individual rights avd liberties of 
thesober portion of the community.” 

So far is this from being trne that it 
is consideration for these rights and 
liberties which chiefly influences me 
against prombition. But although I 
have personally no usa for intoxicants 
in any form Iam not so much of a ta. 
antic as to group totalnbetainers as the 
only “sober portion of the community.” 
I nave in view the rights and liberties 
ok those who driuk more or less and yet 
never commit a crime in consequence of 
such driuking, and also the rights and 
liberties of all the poople, irrespective 
af their personal habits in the matter of 
drink, for I realize that tha success of 
prohibition will open the way for still 
other invasions ofindividnal right and 
liberty. When I say “the snecess of 
prohibition,” I do not mean its olimina- 
tion of intemperance, for there is not the 
remotest possibility that it would ever 
accomplish that, but I mean the destruo- 
tion of the spirit of resistance, the out- 
ward submission of the people to a law 
that in their hearts they hate and des- 
piso and in secret violete whenover they 


can. 
Because some wen under the miluenee 


of alcoholic liquors commit crime is no 
more reason for forbidding the sale of 
such liquors than would the fact that 
thousands of crimes are committed 
through avarice,be a valid reason for abol- 
ishing private property. And yet some 
communists carry the Sun' principle 
to its logical conclusion and say that 
the drink traffic can never be destroyed 
so long as the institution of private 
property remajas, for so long as mencan 
have the hope of owning, personally, the 
fruits of labor, just so long will this 
hope stimulate them to engage ju the 
sale of alcobolo liquors, Je the Sun 
prepared to be consistent in its dental 
of liberty in order that crime muy be 
prevented and accept tha Communist's 
postulate? 

We hold to just the opposite princi- 
ple; we aver that because one man abus- 
es his rights isnot in the slightest de- 
gree a cause for the alienation of the 
liberties of other men, Because Smith 
buys a knife at the hardware store and 
with it kills Jones, itis not within the 
rightful province of society to forbid 
all hardware merchants to sell knives; 
not all men who buy knives kill other 
men with them. In fact, but very fow, 
comparatively, do so. Smith is the man 
to bo restrained, His crime is no excuse 
for governing all other people in the 
matter of the sale of knives. The 
idea of enforced vicarious atonement 
should have been exploded by this timo, 
One man neglects his farm und his 
duties to his family by continued attend · 
unco upon the meetings of somo shout. 
ing revivalist; very likely he is eventt- 
ally driven insane ¿hereby, Such cases 
are quite common. But will the Sun 
say that becanse of this indisputable 
fact all revival meetings should be for- 
bidden under the severest pains and 
penalties of the law? 

Wives and children will censo to be 
the victims of busbands’ and fathers: 
improvidence and rufllauism. only when 
social and industrial emancipation is 
achioved, and the coming of that time is 
much retarded by the attempt to eradi- 
cate personal intemperance by political 
methods. And more than this, the de- 
sire to exclusively possess a woman leads 
to at least as many crimes of n violent 
kind as does the habit of alcoholism, 
and (0 at. lenst as much domestic un- 
happinèese. That is, the perversion of 
the love ficuliy 18 ns productive of 
crime and Hierig as is the perversion 
of that of bibativeness, to make nse of 
a raro and yet legitimato expression. 
Would the Sun uso this fact as an argu- 
ment in favor of tho forcible preven- 
tion of all sex-unions? 

It should be universally recognized as 
a fundamental principle of law that no 
man’s liberty can rightfully be circum- 
scribed becauso of the fear that some 
other man will make a bad use of his, 
and itshould be equally clearly under- 
stood that the only way in which an op- 
pressed class can be “protected” ia by 
securing nud maintaining its independ. 
ence, not by denying and trampling tho 
civic rights of others. Says the Sun: 


But woclaim that an individual by living 
In society necessarily has to surrender Roma 
of his individuality for the comfort of thase 
with whom ho thus associates, If he is not wil- 
Ung todo this, Jet him emigrato tu some desert. 
ed placo, or wilderness were hewill be freo 
to ent anddrinkandsmellrotten ers, skunks, 
&e., and whero he enn keep wild beasts, 
enakcee, and other vermin to his 
heart’s content. If hadocs not govern hime 
ern society has thoinallenabla right to gove 
ern him. 


It it bo trne that living in the present 
society necessitates that the individual 
shall surrender a portion of his rights, 
it is ensy to conceive that increasing 
population and complexity of the social 
body will ultimately evolve a society 
in which the individual must surrender 
all nis rights. Noother conclusion is 
possible from the premises of the Sun, 
Is it prepared to traverse the entire 
length of the road in which it bas 
started? Inasmuch as the individual 
never hadithe “right” to inflict hia “rot. 
ten eggs, skunke, * ™ wild beasts, 
svakes, and other vermin,” upon any- 
body else, he did nat have to surrender 
tbat “right” upon entering society. Ho 
could not surrender what was never in 
his possession. Behold how easily one 
of the most popular prohibitionist bub» 
bles is pricked! 

Man isa gregarions animal and wns 
always in society, He never had a 
right to invade the sphere of bis fel. 
low, Any two or moro of the genus 
had alwaya the right to do what was 
mutually agreenble and which was not 
an invasion of the equal rights of avy 
others. Tho gradual merging of savage 
in barbarous society, of barbarous in 
semi-civilized, of semi-civilized in civil- 
ized and of civilized in enlightened, eo- 
callel, had no power to alter this fact. 
But there should have been increasing 
olenruess in the perception of indi- 
dividual rights and a more marked de- 
sire to respect them, and I think, upon
